Usually  there  is  no  rain  in  Southern 
California  from  planting  time  until  harvest.  Seed  grown  under  these 
conditions  is  of  high  vitality. 

Conditions  are  thus  ideal  for  us  to  carry  out  our  program  of  rigid  rogueing. 
Our  care  in  reselection  has  enabled  us  to  improve  old  varieties  and  to  estab¬ 
lish  new  types.
